No European Has Ever Approached 


Nearer Than Sixty Miles From Its 


Bate and Few Travelers Have 


Seen Its Upper Slopes.

York.—Mount E\ crest, 
the 


Himalayan peak called "the roof of 
the world," which Sir Francis Young- 
husband, the British soldier-explorer, 
will attempt to climb next summer, 
bns never yet been scaled by man. > 


Towering above the frontiers of the 


hitherto forbidden land of Tibet and 
the remote province of Nepal, India, 
another land of mystery, the difficul- 
ties in even approaching Mount Ever- 
est have been sufficient to baffle ex- 
plorers. 


The world's highest peak lies in 


Tibet, north of the British Indian bor- 
der, yet, so far as known, no Euro- 
pean has ever approached nearer than 
60 miles from its base and few trav- 
elers have ever seen its upper slope?. 


Explorer Gets Permit. 


The attempts -which have been made 


to ascend s>ome ot Mount Everest's 
sister peaks of the Himalayas usually 
have been made though Nepal, be- 
cause access to them through Tibet 
\\ns, not open. The appioach to Mount 
Everest through Tibet Is said to be 
more accessible and presents greater 
piospects of success than from 
the 


Nepal side. 


Sir 
Francis 
Younghusband 
an- 


nounced that the Tibetan goveinment 
bad granted him permission to at- 
tempt the ascent of the mountain by 
the Tibetan route. It was Sir Fran- 
cis 
Mho as colonel commanding a 


British mission to the forbidden city 
of Lhasa in 3903-2, opened Tibet to 
civilization.

George Everest, famous British sur-

and K-2, or Bride peak, whose alti- 
tude is 28,191 feet 


Duks Holds Record. 


The intrepid duke of the Abruzzi, 


ulio readied the top of Mount St. 
Ellas in Alaska (18,024 feet) and who 
at one time held the record of "farth- 
est north" in arctic exploration, tried 
to climb K-2, or Biide peak, In 1909, 
but failed 
because from 
whatever 


point of the compass he advanced he 
could find no way up to attain the 
summit. 
At 24,600 feet he aud his 


companion were in good physical con- 
dition, although pi ogress was slow 


and laborious; a thick mist warned 
them that to go on "would have been 
madness." 


This achievement of the Italian ex- 


plorer, however, Is the world's record 
for mountain climbing. Bride peak is 
In the Karakorain Himalayas. 
Be- 


sides it and its two higher sister peaks,' 
there are in -the Himalayas no less 
than 75 peaks about 24,000 feet, 48 
above 25,000, 16 above 26,000 feet and 
five above 27,000 feet. 


Mountain climbing is one of the 


most ancient as well as fascinating 
forms of adventure. Its chief dangers 
are 
avalanches, 
landslides, -falling 


rocks, blizzards, falling ice, falls from 
precipices or into crevasses, faljs from 
Ice scopes or down snow slopes. 


Some of the notable mountain-climb- 


ing peaks of history and the year in 
which the peaks of the various moun- 
tains were attained follows: 


1744, the Tltlis, the first true snow 


mountain; 1786, Mount Blanc's sum- 
mit reached for first time; 1811, the 
Jungfrau; 1812, the Flnsteraarhorn; 
1813, 
the Zermatt Brelthorn; 1820, 


Pikes peak; 1864, the Wetterhorn; 
1855, the Mounte Rosa; 1863, the Mat- 
terhorn; 1879, Chitnborazo; 1883, the 
Cordillera; 1888. the Selkirks; 1897, 
Adoncagua; 1898, the Bolivian Andes; 
1899, Slkkira in the Himalayas; 1909, 
Mount Ruwenzorl. There have been 
no pre-eminent achievements by ex- 
plorers since the last-named date.

ciency of the department every po- 
liceman is provided with an automo- 
bile, that Is a combination police ma- 
chine, ambulance and fire apparatus. 
Each patrolman is qualified as a first 
jaid man. 


Through the use of signal lights and 


police horns, this department of 32 
men, 
handling a population of 60,000 


persons, covering an area 
of nine 


square miles, patrols every street and 
section of the city, day and night. No 
man patrolling a beat is at any time 
more than a minute away from com- 
munication with the station, and the 
entire force could be concentrated at 
the extreme limits of the city within 
five minutes. 


Beggars Are 'Barred. 


Through the method applied by the 


police department and the ordinances 
passed by jthe city, beggars have been 
"barred_frorn the municipality and the 
soliciting of alms by the fake cripple 
has been virtually eradicated. Gam- 
bling has been reduced to a minimum.

on the marketing, and the producer 
should study demands to learn how. 
where, and when to dispose of his 
products to the best advantage. 
It 


often pays to dress the fowl at home 
for certain markets, the difference be- 
tween the prices for live and dressed 
fowl making it worth while. 


Attractive appearance Is of much 


importance In selling poultry; there- 
fore, the producer who plans to market 
his poultry dressed should study the 
details of killing, dressing and packing 
in order to prepare the products In 
the best possible manner. 
Require- 


ments for dressing and packing vary 
somewhat In different markets, and it 
will pay the producer to learn any 
special demands of the distributing 
point to which he intends shipping. 


Killing, Dressing, and Packing. 


The birds should be kept without 


feed from 18 to 24 hours before killing^ 
unless they are to be drawn, special- 
ists of the United States Department 
of Agriculture sav. In the latter case, 
they should have no feed for at lea<t. 
10 hours before killing. When ready 
to kill, suspend the fowl by the legs 
and, using a knife, cut the vein at the 
back of the throat through the mouth. 
As soon as this vpin is cut run the 
point of the knife through the roof of 
the 
mouth 
into the brain, which 


causes the bird to lo&e all sense of 
feeling. 
The fowl can be paralyzed 


also by a blow on the head, instead of 
piercing the brain.

more difficult. As soon as picked, the 
fowls should be hung in a cool place 
until thoroughly cold. If the w eatlrer is 
warm and the fowls are to be packed 
in ice, they should be placed in a 
tank of ice water and left until all the 
animal heat has left the body. 


When birds are scalded before re- 


moving the feathers, they are im- 
mer'sed m water slightly below the 
boiling point, as soon as they are 
through bleeding. 
The birds should 


be immersed three or four times and 
then picked clean, cnre being taken 
not to break the skin. Be careful 
not to overscald, as this will cause 
the outer surface of the skin to rub 
off. 
Then it is placed in cold water, 


where.it should remain for 15 to 20 
minutes. If the fowl is to be shipped 
dry it should be hung up until the 
skin becomes thoroughly dry. 


Poultry which is to be sold direct 


to the consumer should be drawn be- 
fore it- is cooled. 
Poultry which is 


sold to the market should not be 
drawn, as It will keep better not 
drawn than If drawn. 
A slit large 


enough te admit the fingers Is made 
from near the end of the keel bone 
toward the vent. Then cut carefully 
around the vent and pull put the In- 
testines, leaving in ail 3ie other or- 
gans, unless the consumer's require- 
ments are otherwise. 


Should Be Packed Solidly. 


When the birds have been thor- 


o.ugbly coaled, they are ready for 
packing. Package^ "for dressed poul- 
try vary, but they should be neat and 
small enough t<r be easily handled. 
Line the inside of the boxes or bar- 
rels with clean, unprinted paper, and 
pack the birds solidly, so they will 
not shift In the package, but be care- 
ful not to bruise them. For delivery 
to retail customers, pasteboard boxes 
of sufficient size to hold one or two 
birds are very attractive. When Jwul- 
try is to be packed to Ice, barrels are 
severally used, packing then* with al*

both the wild and cultivated cow peas 
are called "kunde," while in India, 
where the catjang is more extcnshely 
cultivated, the name "lubia," with 
many others, is used. In America the 
cowpea was first known as "callN 
vance" and later as "Indian pea,'* 
"southern pea," "southern fle'd pea," 
and "cornfield pea." 
The first pub- 


lished record of the name cowpea wag 
in 1798 and applied apparently to a 
single variety. 


The cowpea at present is the best 


known and most extensively grown 
leguminous crop 
in 
the Southern 


states, but it can be grown profitably 
much farther north. Although it suc- 
ceeds under a greater diversity of 
climatic, soil, and cultural conditions 
than most other legumes, the best re- 
sults are obtained in forage, soil im- 
provement, and seed production by a 
thorough understanding of the re- 
quirements and the best varieties of 
the crop.

EVEN ONE HOT DISH WILL MAKE 


SCHOOL LUNCH MORE ENJOYABLE 


The Larger Girl* Take Turns in Preparing Soup or Cocoa for the School. 


IPrepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


In the small rural school with only 


one teacher. It is still the common cus- 
tom for the pupils to bring their 
lunches. The parents of the children 
oftentimes are wide-awake to how val- 
uable the hot lunch has been found to 
be in the city schools, but they cannot 
«ee, under the existing circumstances 
In their school, how such an innova- 
tion can be managed. 


Experience has proved that the child 


who has even one hot disli at noon 
does much better, mentally and phys- 
ically, than the one who has only cold 
food, especially in winter weather. 
Ihe country child has quite as much 
right to the benefits of the practice as 
has the city child., Usually when there 
is a concerted will to provide some- 
thing of the sort, a way is found. 


The situation, however, will require 


n teacher of ingenuity and of enthus- 
iasm for her work. The simplest equip- 
ment includes a large kettle suitable 
to be used on the stove which heats 
the schoolhouse, measuring cup and 
•spoons, paring knife, mixing spoon, 
dish pans, and towels. It will usual- 
ly be possible for the boys to make a 
set of shelves for the dishes, using 
box lumber if no other is available, 
nnd for the girls to make curtains or 
other coverings for protection from 
dust. The pupils will, as a rule, be 
found willing to bring plates, cups, 
bowls, and spoons from home, If this 
is necessary, in ofdcr to keep down 
expenses. A fireless cooker cat* easily 
be made by the pupils as a class ex- 
ercise. 
In this a hot dish for lunch 


can be prepared before school. The 
flreless cooker is convenient for meat 
stews, meat and bean soups, cereal 
mushes, and many other dishes that 
require long cooking. 


The recipes for the dishes cooked 


for lunch may be given to the older 
girls In school, discussed In class, and 
tried at home. The special dish for 
the day, which In winter Is usually 
hot and In summer more often cold.* 
can be prepared and served at noon 
by the girls in turn, working in groups. 
It will often be necessary to serve 
the food to the children at their seats 
—a practice which is not especially 
objectionable if the schoolhouse is 
clean and well ventilated, the desks 
carefully cleaned before meals, and 
the building thoroughly screened to 
keep out flies, which are always dan- 
gerous around food, since they can 
convey to it the bacteria which cause 
intestinal and other diseases. 


Clean Hands Essential. 


Clean hands should always be in- 


sisted upon, as well as clean spoons, 
dishes, etc., and individual drinking 
cups. 
Furthermore, children should 


be trfught not to drink out of each 
other's cups or glasses or to use one 
another's spoons or forks. 


It is seldom desirable to prepare 


more than one dish a day In a small 
school, and this should, for the sake 
of variety, differ from day to day. The 
others can be brought from home. The 
choice of the dish to be cooked should 
be determined partly by what It is 
possible to do in the way of cooking 
at the school, partly by what pur- 
chased or home-grown food Is avail- 
able, and what the school garden or 
neighboring fields or woods afford, 
and partly by what the teacher'has 
learned from experience is needed to 
go with the foods brought from home. 
The noonday meal as a whole will 
then be appetizing and will provide 
the needed nutrients as they are now 
understood.

Beans, though higher in price than 


they were several yc-ars ago, are still 
among the cheaper foods that can be 
bought today. 
They are one of the 


cheapest sources of protein and may 
be used to help supply this valuable 
food constituent in the diet, according 
to United States Department of Agri- 
culture specialists. They are known 
chiefly as a meat substitute dish. A 
cup of baked beans, in which a third 
of a cup of dried beans are used, fur- 
nishes as much protein as a quarter 
of a pound of sirloin steak. Obviously 
the third of n cup of dried beans is 
much the cheaper to purchase. 
A 


pound of beef as purchased usually 
has some refuse in the form of skin, 
bone and Kristle. while a pound of 
beans has practically no refuse. From 
this standpoint, therefore, as well as 
the difference in price, the housewife 
who finds her wood allowance grow- 
ing -low will do well to use beans often 
In place of meat. 


The cheaper legumes, beans, peas, 


etc., should not be depended upon as 
the sole source of protein for n great 
length of time. 
Milk, cheese, eggs, 


'or- meat should furnish some of the 
protein in a week's dietary. 


There is little difference in food val- 


ue among the many common varieties 
of beans, with the exception of the 
soy bean, which is richer in protein 
and th fat than the ordinary beans. 
All legumes should be thoroughly 
cooked. 
Long cooking at moderate 


heat is best 


A favorite and standard recipe for 


baking beans is the following: Soak 
the beans over night, then rinse and 
boil them until the skins crack when 
blowd upon, but the beans are not 
quite soft 
Use one-half pound of 


•aft pork, to one quart of beans. Cut 
the pork nearly through fhe rind and 
add before boiling the beans. 
After 


boiling, pour, into the bean pot, in- 
sert the pork, the cut rind being level 
with the top of the beans. Add a 
pint of water used for boiling, hav- 
tnf first mixed with the water a ten- 
spobnful of salt and two tablespoons of 
molasses. The water should come about 
to the surface of the contents. Bake 
•Iz to eight hours, adding more water 
When needed to prevent the top drying

REQUENTLY we hear a person 


say, "I seen him do it," and it is 


not always a person who has not been 
educated in the proper use of English. 
In the language of the grammarian, 
the speaker does not make proper dis- 
tinction between "saw," the preterit, 
or past, form of the verb "see," and 
the past participle of the same word'. 
The principal parts of "see" are as 
follows: Present, "see"; post, "saw"; 
Imperfect participle, "seeing" ; perfect 
participle, "seen". Therefore, the sen- 
tence should have been worded, "I 
saw him do it," not "I seen him do it." 


We hear a person say, "I have saw" 


or "I would have saw;" in those cases, 
of course, the expressions should be, 
"I have seen," "I would have seen." 
since *"seen" is the participle to be 
used after any form of the auxiliary 
or helping verb "have."

Towering al)ovc the frontiers of the 
hitherto forbidden laud of Tibet and 
the reinole province of Nepal, India, 
another land of myslery, the dlificul- 
tles in even approaching Mount Ever- 
est have been sufllclent to bailie ex- 
plorers. 


The world^s highest peak lies in 
Tibet, north of the British Indian bor- 
der, yet, so far as known, no Euro- 
pean lias ever approached nearer than 
60 miles from Its base and few trav- 
elers liave ever seen its upper slope?. 


Explorer Gets Permit. 
The attempts which have been made 
to ascend some of Mount Everest's 
sister peaks of the Himalayas usually 
have been made though 
Nepal, 
be- 
cause access to them through Tibet 
was not open. The approach to Mount 
Everest through Tibet Is said to be 
more accessible and presents greater 
prospects of success than from the 
Nopal side. 


Sir 
Francis 
Younghusband 
nn- 
nounced that the Tibetan government 
had granted him permission 
to at- 
tempt the ascent of the mountain by 
the Tibetan route. 
It was Sir Fran- 
cis, who as colonel commanding a 
British mission to tlie forbidden city 
of Lhasa in 1903-2, o p e n ^ Tibet to 
civilization,

Everest, 
named 
for 
Sir 
George Everest, famous British sur- 
veyor general of India, is the highest 
Icnown mountain in the world. 
Its 
trigonometrical altitude Is 29,002 feet; 
Its probable height is 29.151 feet. The 
next known highest of the Illnialayan 
peaks are Kinchlnjunga, 28.225 feet, 
and K-2, or Bride peak, whose alti- 
tude is 28,191 feet. 


Duke Holds Record. 
The Intrepid duke of the Abruzzi, 
wlio reached the top of 
Mount 
St, 
Ellas in Alaska (18.024 feet) and who 
at one time held the record of *'farth- 
cst north" in arctic exploration, tried 
to climb K-2, or Bride peak, In 1909. 
but 
failed 
because 
from 
whatever 
point of the compass he advanced ho 
could find no way up to attain the 
summit. 
At 24,600 feet he and his 
companion -svere in good physical con- 
dition, although progress 
was 
slow* 


and laborious; a thick mist warned 
them that to go on "would have been 
madness." 


This achlèveraent of the Italian ex- 
plorer, however, la the world's record 
for mountain climbing. Bride peak Is 
In tlie Karakoram Himalayas. 
Be- 
sides it and Its two higher sister peaks.' 
there are in -the Himalayas no less 
than 75 peaks about 24»0()0 feet, 48 
above 25,000, 10 above 20,000 feet and 
five above 27.000 feet. 


Mountain climbing la one of 
the 
most ancient as well as fascinating 
forms of adventure. Its chief dangers 
are 
avalanche«, 
landslides, -falling 
rocks, bllzzarcFs, falling ice, falls from 
precipices or Into crevasses, falls from 
Ice slopes or down snow slopes.

Ing peaks of history and the year In 
which the peaks of the various moun- 
tains were ftttalncd follows:

Through the use of signal lights and 
police horns, this (ffepartment of 32 
men, handling a population of 00,000 
persons, covering' an area

square miles, patrols ever^ street and 
section of the city, day and night. No 
man patrolling a beat is at any time 
more than a minute away from com- 
munication M'ith tlie station, and the 
entire force could be concentrated at 
the extreme limits of the city wUhia 
five minutes.

Specialists of Department ot Agrlcul- 
tur« Give Directions for Killing, 
Drcssinfl and Packlnfl—Dry 
Picking Favored. 


(Prepared by tlio United States Depart 
ment of AgricuHure.) 


Poultry profits often depend Inrjrely 
on Uie marketing, and the producer 
should study domnuds to learn how, 
where, nnd when to dispose of his 
products to the best advantage. 
It 
often pays to dress the fowl at home 
for certain markets, tlie difCerenco be- 
tween the prices for live and dre&'sed 
fowl making it worth while. 


Attractive appearance Is of much 
importance in selling poultry; there- 
fore, the producer who plans to market 
his poultry dressed should study the i 
details of killing, dressing and packing» 
in order to prepare the products In ; 
the best possible manner, 
llequire- 
ments for dressing and packing vary 
somewhat in difl'erent markets, and It 
will pay the producer to learn any 
special demands of the 
distributing 
point to which he Intends shipping. 


Killing, Dressing, and Packing. 
The birds should be kept without 
feed from IS to 24 hours before killing,^ 
unless they are to be drawn, special- 
ists, of the United States Department 
of Agriculture sav. In the latter case, 
they should have no feed for at leasts 
10 hours before killing. 
When ready 
to kllJ, suspend the fowl by the legs 
and. using a knife, cut the vein at tlie 
back of the throat through the mouth. 
As soon as this vein is cut run the 
point of the knife tlirough the roof of 
the 
mouth 
into 
the 
brain. 
A v h i c h 
causes the bird to lose all sense of 
feeling. 
The fowl can be paralyzed 
also by a blow on the head, instead of 
piercing the brain. 


In most markets dry-picked 
birds 
are preferred. 
Immediately after kill- 
ing, while tlie bird is still bleeding, 
the picker removes tlie featlierSr-^cIng. 
careful not to tear the skin. 
If the 
picker waits until the bird Is nearly

cold, removing the feathers will be 
more difflcult. As soon as picked, the 
fowJs should be hung In a cool place 
until thoroughly cold. If the weatlitr Is 
warm and the fowls are to be packed 
In ice, they should be placed In a 
tank of ice water and left until all the 
animal heat has left the body. 


When birds are scalded before re- 
moving the featliers, tiiey are 
im- 
mersed .in water slightly below the 
boiling point, as soon as they 
are 
through bleeding. 
The birds should 
be immersed three or four times and 
then picked clean, care being taken 
not to break the skin. 
He careful 
Dot to overscald, as ibI/3 will cause 
the outer surfpce of the skin to rub 
off, Then it is placed in cold water, 
where.U should remain for 15 to 20 
minutes. 
If tho fowl Is to be sliipped 
dry It should be hung up until the 
skin becomes thoroughly dry. 


Poultry which Is to be sold direct 
to the consumer should be drawn be- 
fore it- Js cooled. 
Poultry wlilch Is 
sold to the market 
should not 
bo 
drawn, as It will keep better 
not 
drawn than If drawn. 
A slit large 
enough to admit the iingei^s Is made 
from near the end of the keel bone 
toward the vent. 
Then cut carefully 
aroynd t l ^ vent and pull out the In- 
testines, feavJng in all Qie other or- 
goiis, unless the consumer's require- 
ments are oUierwise, 


Should Be Packed Solidly. 
Wheq 
the birds liave been 
thor- 
ojughly cooled, they 
are 
ready 
for 
paciilng. 
Packagi^s 'for dressed poul- 
try vary, but they ghould bo neat and 
small enough to be easily handled. 
Line the inside of the boxes or bar- 
rels with fleanj unprinted paper, and 
pack tJie birds solidly, so they will 
not shift in the i>acUage, but be care- 
ful not to bruise tbem, 
For delivery 
to retail customers, pasteboard boxes 
of sufficient size to hold one or two 
birds are very attractive. When poul- 
try js to be packed in Ice, barrels are

A Good Stand q\ Cowpeas. 


Asia and the adjacent islands as well 
as 
the 
Mediterranean 
region

Europe indicate that the cowpea is of 
ancient cultivation for human foocl.

"faglolo," which Is the Italian equiva- 
lent 
of 
Phaseolus. 
In East Africa 
both the wild and cultivated cowpeas 
are called "Jcunde." while in Indla^ 
where the catjang is more extensively 
cultivated, 
the 
name 
"lubia," 
with 
many others, Is used. 
In America tho 
cowpoa 
was 
first 
known 
as 
"callN 
vance" 
and 
later 
as 
"Indian 
pea,'^ 
"southern pea.'* "southern field pea." 
and "cornfield pea.*' 
The first pub- 
lished record of the name cowpea was 
in 1798 and appUed apparently to a 
single variety. 


The cowpea at present Is the best 
known 
and most extensively 
grown 
leguminous 
crop 
In 
the 
Southern 
states, but It can be grown profitably 
much farther north. 
Altliough It suc- 
ceeds under a greater diversity 
of 
climatic, soil, and cultural conditions 
than most other legumes, the best re- 
sults are obtained In forage, soil Im- 
provement, and seed production by a

quirements and the best varieties of 
the crop.

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EVEN ONE HOT DISH WILL MAKE 


SCHOOL LUNCH MORE ENJOYABLE 


The Larger Girl« Take Turns in Prcparino Soup or Cocoa for the School. 


^Prepared by the United Blato3 Depart- 
ment of Agrlculturo.) 


In the small rural school with only 
ono tonchor, it Is still the common cus- 
tom 
for tlie pupils to bring 
their 
lunches. 
Tho parents of the children 
oflonthnos are wide-awake to how val- 
uable tho hot lunch has been found to 
he In the city sclmdls, but they cannot 
under tho existing circumstances 
In their school, how sucii an innova- 
tion can bo manageci. 


Experience has proved that the child 
who has even ono hot dish at noon 
floes much better, mentally and phys- 
ically. than the one who has only cold 
food, especially 
In winter 
weather. 
The country child has quite as much 
right to the benefits of Uie practice as 
has the city child.. Usually when there 
Is a concerted will to provide some- 
thing of tlie sort, a way is found, 


The situation, however, will require 
R teacher of Ingenuity and of entlius- 
lasm for her worlc. The simplest equliv 
ment includes a large icettle suitable 
to be used on tho stove which heats 
the schoolhouse, measuring cup and 
«poons, pnring Icnife, mixing spoon, 
dish pans, and towels. 
It will usual- 
ly be possible for the boys to make a 
set of shelves for the dishes, using 
box lumber If no oUier Is available, 
and for the girls to make curtains or 
other coverings for protection from 
dust 
The pupils will, as a rule, be 
found willing to bring plates, 
cups, 
bowls, and spoons from home, If this 
Is necessary, in oMer to keep down 
expenses. 
A fireless cooker ca» easily 
be made by the pupils as a dab's ex- 
ercise. 
In this a hot dish for lunch 
can be prepared before school. 
The 
flreless cooker Is convenient for meat 
fitews, meat and bean soups, cereal 
mushes, and many other dishes that 
require long cooking. 


Tho recipes for the dishes cooked 
for lunch may be given to the older 
girls in school, discussed in class, and 
tried at home. 
The special dish for 
the day. which in winter Is usually 
hot and In summer more often cold,* 
can bo prepared and served at noon 
by tho girls in turn, working in groups. 
It will often be necessary to serve 
the food to the children at their seat« 
—a practice which 1B 'not especially 
object ionable 
if 
the 
schoolhouse 
Is 
clean and well ventilated, the desks 
carefully cleaned 
before meals, and 
the building thoroughly screened 
to 
keep out llles, which are always dan- 
gerous around food, since they can 
convey to It the bacteria which' cause 
Intestinal and other diseases. 


Clean 
Hands 
Esficntlal. 


Clean hands should aUvays be in- 
sisted upon, as well as clean spoons, 
dishes, etc., and individual 
drinking 
cups. 
Furlhermore, 
children 
should 
be tilught Jiot to drink out of each 
other's cups or glasses or to use one 
another's spoons or forks. 


It Is seldom desirable to prepare 
more than ono dish a day In a sTiiall 
school, and this should, for the sake 
of variety, differ from day to day. The 
others can be brought from home, Tlie 
choice of the dish to be cooked should 
be determined partly by what It is 
possible to do In tho way of cooking 
at the school, partly by what pur- 
chased or home-grown food is avail- 
able. and what the school garden or 
neighboring 
fields 
or woods afford, 
and partly by what the teacher has 
learned from experience is needed to 
go with the foods brought from home. 
The noonday meal as a whole will 
then be appetizing and will provide 
the needed nutrients as they are now 
understood.

Beans, though higher In price than 
Ihey were several years ago, are still 
among the cheaper foods that can be 
bought today. 
They are one of tho 
cheapest sources of protein and may 
be used to help supply this valuable 
food constituent In the diet, according 
to United States.Department of Agri- 
culture specialists. 
They arc known 
chiefly as a meat substitute dish. 
A 
cup of baked beans. In which a third 
of a cup of dried beans are used, fur- 
nlBlies as much protein as a quarter 
of a pound of sirloin steak. 
Obviously 
the tliird of a cup of dried beans Js 
much 
the cheaper to purchase. 
A 
pound of beef as purchased usually 
has some refuse in the form of skin, 
bone and gristle, while a pound of 
beans has practically no refu.se. From 
Uiis standpoint, therefore, as well as 
tho dilTerence in price, the housewife 
who finds her wood allowance grow- 
ing -low will do well to' use beans often 
In place of m e a t 


The cheaper legumes, beans, peas, 
etc., should not bo depended upon as 
tho sole source of protein for a great 
length of time. 
Milk, cheese, eggs, 
or-meat should furnish some of Uio 
protein In a week's dietary. 


There Is little dlff^^reDce In food vaU 
ue among the many common varieties 
of beans, wUh the exception of tlie 
soy bean, which Is richer in protein 
and In fat than the ordinary beans. 
All 
legumes 
should 
bo 
thoroughly 
cooked. 
Long cooking at 
moderate 
heat 18 best. 


A favorite and standard recipe for 
baking beans Js the ioHuwing:

boil them until tJie skins crack when 
blown upon, but the beans are not

REQUENTLY 
we hear a 
person 
say, "I seen him do it," and it is 
not always a per,son who has not been 
educated in the proper use of English, 
In the language of the grammarian, 
the speaker does not make proper dis- 
tinction between "saw," thè preterit, 
or past, form of the verb "see," and 
the past partlclpie of the same word'. 
The principal parts of "see" are as 
follows: Present, "see"; post, "saw"; 
imperfect participle, "seeing" ; perfect 
participle, "seen". 
Therefore, the sen- 
tence should have been worded. 
"I 
saw him do It," not "I seen him do It." 


We hear a person say, "I have saw" 
or "I would have saw 
In those cases, 
of course, the expressions should be, 
"I have seen," "I would have seen," 
since *"seen" Is the pjiVticIple to be 
used after any form of the auxiliary 
or helping verb "have,"
